Assessment and water quality data 
‘A water is judged to be impaired duc to low dissolved oxygen if 10 percent or more of available 
dissolved oxygen measurements fall below the water quality criterion, Dissolved oxygen data was 
collected from Lee Rowe Ditch in 2009 and two of six samples, of 30 percent, were found to have 
dissolved oxygen concentrations lower than the minimum criterion,
